WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower today 
named a Cabinet committee 
headed by Vice President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon to help combat 
inflation by a continuing study 
of ways to maintain price sta- 
bility in an expanding economy. 

A White House announce- 
ment said the seven-member 
committee “will serve as a con- 
tinuing Cabinet group to study 
the problem of how to main- 
tain reasonable price stability 
as an essential basis for achiev- 
ing a high and sustainable rate 
of economic growth.” It added:

NEW YORK, Jan. 31 (AP) 
FOURTH fundamental 
A tore has been confirmed, 

a scientist said yester- 


day. 
The force is found in the 


spontaneous -decay of tiny 
particles smaller than an 
atom, said Prof. Robert E. 


Marshak of the University of 
Rochester. 

These unstable particles 
which decay into still other 


strange particles are gov- 
erned in their decay by a 
single type of force, Dr. 
Marshak told reporters be- 
fore speaxing to the Ameri- 
can Physical Society. 

This force, he said, is 100 


billion times weaker than 
electromagnetic forces such 
aS magnetism and 10,000 bil- 
lion times weaker than nu- 
clear force, which binds the 
nucleus of an atom together. 
Still it was stronger than 
gravitational] force, he said. 
The new theory was of- 
fered by Dr. Marshak and 
Dr. E. C. G. Sudarshan of the 
Tata Institute of Fundamen- 
tal Research, Bombay, India, 
in 1957. It has subsequently 
been confirmed by experi- 
ment, Dr. Marshak said.

Visibility varied widely, rang- 
ing up to eight or nine miles, 
then lowering to a mile in the 
rise and fall of the storm, the 
Coast Guard said. 

The 650-ton Kruess reached 
the area only about an hour 
after the Hans Hedtoft sent its 
last SOS. 

The German trawler searched 
the area through the night. Just 
before daylight The Kruess ra- 
_dioed the Campbell: 


“Nothing found or seen, no 
lights or lifeboats or ship. 
“Plenty ice from northwest 

. We must go. We are be- 
/coming icebound . It is dan- 
| gerous for the ship and we can 
'do no more.’ 

The Campbell radioed later, 
when about 50 miles from the 
scene: 

“No further contact with 
Hans Hedtoft. Trawler Johannes 
Kruess still searching. Condi- 
tions poor due to weather and 
darkness. No evidence of (Dan- 
ish) motor vessel sighted. Traw- 
ler reported ice closing in from 
northwest, however continuing 
search, Navy aircraft arrived at 
4:30 and searching area.” 

The Navy Super-Constella- 
tion was sent 1000 miles from 
Argentia, N.F., to circle over 
the area and try to direct the 
search ships by radar. 

The continuing search was 
being directed from the Royal 
Canadian Air Force search and 
rescue center in Halifax.

Originally, the board had 
planned to take about $200,000 
of the $1.000.000 bond issue 
funds for fire hazards elimina- 
tion. The bond issue will be 
submitted to voters at a spe- 
cial election Feb. 24.

The West's Friend 

Any attempt to revive fears of 
a German inspired war because 
of the re-establishment of the 
Krupp industrial empire is ill- 
founded. To do so is only to give 
credence to prejudicial accusa- 
tions made in the heat of conflict 
for propaganda purposes. 

One might be equally absurd 
and claim that DeGaulle’s rise 
to power foreshadows an effort 
by him to restore the Napoleonic 
glory, traditions, and empire to 
France. 

The righteousness and correct- 
ness of our treatment this time of 
a vanquished Germany is clearly 
demonstrated by the present con- 
dition of that nation. Internally 
it is the most prosperous of the 
larger European countries with a 
smooth functioning democratic 
system; externally Germany is be- 
coming an important contributor 
to NATO, is a vital member of 
EUCOM, and is a good friend of 
the U.S. 

Contrast this with the vengeful 
Allied treatment of the Germans 
after the First War. Burdened 
by reparations, forced to accept 
the “guilt clause,” and suffering 
greatly during the world depres- 
sion, Germany not too surprising- 
ly let Hitler attain power. 


The way to combat evil is to 
attack its roots, and this is 
graphically demonstrated by the, 
comparison which shows an 
equitably treated. Germany as a 
staunch friend of the West, and 
the Germany of 1930 as a coun- 
try seething with unrest and ripe 
for anyone who could promise 
better things and fulfill that 
promise at any cost.

Start With High Schools 


Ever since the first sputnik began its beep- 
song, the difference between European and 
American schooling has been a popular sub- 
ject of conversation. So Dr. James B. Conant, 
former president of Harvard, takes up this 
theme first of all in his interim report on his 
investigation of the American high school. 
This is all to the good since it immediately 
raises the question of just what we expect of 
our schools. Not much will be done about 
them. until that question has been clearly 
answered by pupils, parents and school boards. 


Most Europeans would not dream of asking 
the question. They believe that the ultimate 
purpose of formal education is the most in- 
tensive academic training possible. But 
Americans regard their schools, first of all, 
as instrumentalities of democracy which ac- 
custom diverse individuals to associate har- 
moniously. As a matter of fact, we regard 
them—with their driving courses—as_ pro- 
moters of highway safety. We use them to 
inculcate sound hygienic practices, the habit 
of thrift and other attitudes, desirable enough 
in themselves. With their football and bas- 
ketball teams, their marching bands and 
choruses, we even regard them as agencies of 
community promotion and entertainment. 


Inevitably, education often comes in a bad 
second. The 55 schools which Dr. Conant 
visited are less open to these indictments 
than some others. Still, they are dedicated 
to the education of all, and that differentiates 
them from the upper European schools which 
early separate the sheep from the goats. 

Dr. Conant is convinced that the American 
high school can do a better job, and he offers 
21 specific suggestions for this purpose. 

The school must challenge the highly gifted 
and the talented much more earnestly. It 
should demand as a minimum four years of 
mathematics, four years of one foreign lan- 
guage, four years of English and three years 
of social studies, a total of 18 courses with 
15 hours of homework a week. Proper elec- 
tives should be offered to bring the course 
total to 20. Some students should be allowed 
to carry college courses which are part of the 
Advanced Placement Program. But Dr. Con- 
ant would have these gifted pupils also take 
courses in social studies and American his- 
tory in classes which are a cross section of 
the school’s enrollment. And he would have 
them attached for four years to a cross- 
section home-room. 

. . . 

This, of course, is the “multiple track” sys- 
tem advocated by some other educationists. 
It is beyond the resources of a small high 


school. So Dr. Conant urges further consoli- 
dation. No high school should have a gradu- 


ating class of fewer than 100. Perhaps only a 
considerably larger school can recruit the 
able teachers and provide the facilities neces- 
sary. No school can do it without an intelli- 
gent and co-operative school board, a compe- 
tent administrator and a community which 
recognizes that the proper activity of a stu- 
dent is study. 

Dr. Conant does realize that some indi- 
viduals and communities have special needs— 
especially for vocational training—which mili- 
tate against his kind of high school. And 
there are some educators who doubt that a 
single school can be adapted to the needs of 
the least gifted and the most gifted. Ameri- 
can education like American society is plural- 
istic. It has its Harvards and its junior col- 
leges and finishing schools. It has good, bad 
and indifferent public, parochial and private 
schools. Some even argue that such diversity 
is part of democracy. But that is not the real 
issue. What is all-important is that excellence 
must be made possible for those who would 
strive for excellence. And Dr. Conant has 
made a strong argument that the American 
high school can achieve excellence—if that 
is what the community wants. 


lirst-Rate Illinois Of ficial 


One of the ablest of public officials jn Illi- 
nois is also one of the least known—Henry 
A. Gardner, chairman of the State Police 
Merit Board. Since his term will soon expire 
it is in order to call attention to his service 
to the people of Illinois. We hope that he 
will be continued in the post to which he 
has brought highest standards of nonpartisan 
administration. 


When the Illinois State Police system: was 
taken out of party politics in 1949, Adlai E. 
Stevenson, then Governor, appointed Mr. 
Gardner, a lawyer, as Republican member of 
the three-man board. His work was so out- 
Standing that the two Democratic members 
elected Mr. Gardner chairman in 1950. He 
was re-elected chairman in 1951, 1953, 1955 
and 1957. Gov. Stratton re-appointed Mr. 
Gardner to a six-year term in 1953, so the 
present Republican Governor obviously has 
been well impressed with Mr. Gardner’s serv- 
ice, as was Gov. Stevenson. 


Two years ago the Illinois Legislature in- 
creased the State Police force to 1200. This 
means that Mr. Gardner has participated in 
selecting at least 900 members of the force 
and probably nearer 1100. In adding to the 
personnel, as in handling demotions or sus- 
pensions, Mr. Gardner has had one rule above 
all others—impartial adherence to profession- 
al standards for a career police force, based 
on merit and accomplishment. 


Partisan politicians who liked the old days 
when patronage selected the Illinois police 
have never got to first base with Henry A. 
Gardner. There could not be a better in- 
dorsement for him or a more compelling rea- 
son for keeping him on the job. 


No Yawn for Gentle Sleep? 

Most impressive in the report of the Rus- 
sian scientists on life in the twenty-first cen- 
tury is not the speculation that “the moon, 
so to speak, will be the seventh continent of 
our planet,’ reached by rocket’ commuter 
service. : 

The real wonder is that no one will ever 
have to sleep more than two hours a night, 
owing to medical means of dissipating fa- 
tigue. Think of what this will mean for poets 
who still cry: “If there were but time 
enough!” Writers will meet deadlines with 
time to spare. Do-it-yourself cultists will add 
room after room to their homes and make 
the furniture for them, too. The classics will 
be read again, even those as long as “War 
and Peace.” Guests will not dream of going 
home, and their hosts will not yawn. The 
filibuster will die a natural death because 
nobody will be concerned over precious time 
being eaten up. In fact, time no longer will 
be precious. But will this be good? When 
time becomes cheap, it may lose its savor, 


and with it everything which time now makes 
dear because it makes it so fleeting. A surfeit 
of time—a disgusting thought. 


The twenty-first century may offer a big 


market for that fancy $7000 bed just built 
in London. Everything is built into that bed 
—everything which promises relief from 
boredom, even a gadget or two conducive to 
sleep. Sleep may become the heart’s desire, 
not as a necessary relief of fatigue but be- 
cause it will be so rare, so hard to come by. 


Across the Potomac 


On Monday the schools of Norfolk and. Ar- 
lington, Va., are scheduled to begin integra- 
tion. Are the federal and state governments 
prepared to uphold law and order? This 
question naturally arises from the experience 
of Little Rock, where the state intervened on 
the side of illegality and the Federal Govern- 
ment was thoroughly unprepared. 


Under court orders, one Arlington school is 
to admit four Negro youngsters. Six Norfolk 
schools are to admit 17 Negro pupils. This is 
token integration, to be sure, but some Vir- 
ginians have shown that they preferred no 
public schools even to token integration. 
Though local authorities say they can cope 
with the situation, that is what local authori- 
ties once said in Little Rock. Nobody really 
knows what the situation will be after the 
Virginia schools reopen. 

Gov. J. Lindsay Almond has spoken sternly 
of preventing violence in his state. Virginia 
has, in fact, avoided violence so far. But it 
has yet to meet the kind of test which now 
confronts it and Gov. Almond, says The Vir- 
ginian-Pilot of Norfolk, “is being dragged 
along by forces more extreme than he is.” To 
resist these forces, to stand on his pledge of 
non-violence and to uphold public education, 
Gov. Almond will have to have his law en- 
forcement forces ready and be ready himself 
to use them if need be. 

If the school opening is a challenge to Vir- 
ginia’s Governor, it is a greater challenge to 
the President of the United States in the 
White House just across the Potomac. For 
the question in Virginia is not whether state 
law will be observed, but whether the United 
States Constitution will be upheld against pos- 
sible local defiance. The Administration and 
Justice Department should have their agents 
on hand in Arlington and Norfolk. The Gov- 
ernment should have a plan for action in case 
local and state authorities cannot cope with 
developments. 


Most Virginians, we feel sure, want open 
schools and no trouble. But there will be 
less likelihood of trouble from extremists if 
the Government is prepared to deal with it. 
That is the lesson from Little Rock. 


More for Development Loans 


One of the saddest examples of the Admin- 
istration’s narrow budget-mindedness is its 
recommendation of an authorization of only 
$700,000,000 for the Development Loan Fund, 
and this for only one year. This is the sharp- 
est possible contrast with what Secretary of 
State Dulles and his associates, C. Douglas 
Dillon and Christian Herter, have been urging 
throughout the last year. 


The Fund was established by Congress two 
years ago with a two-year authorization to 
help underdeveloped nations to help them- 
selves—by lending them money, not by giving 
itto them. As Representative Henry S. Reuss 
of Wisconsin points out, it got off to a good 
start. It now has $1,800,000,000 in sound ap- 
plications on file. This figure is expected to 
reach $3,000,000,000 in the near future; yet 
the President has recommended an authori- 
zation of only $700,000,000. 


In the last three years Russia has paid out 
$1,700,000,000 in long-term loans for econom- 
ic development. Its trade with underdeveloped 
nations is 50 per cent greater than it was two 
years ago. And it is sending more and more 
technicians to these countries. So Mr. Herter 
was fully justified in saying the Fund should 
have about $1,000,000,000 a year, and that 
only if the Fund has “continuity over a period 
of years can the wastefulness of inadequate 
planning be avoided.” 


Ambassador Heeney Comes Back 


In these days when relations between the 
United States and Canada can do with sub- 
stantial improvement, it is good to have Ar- 
nold D. P. Heeney return to Washington as 
envoy from Ottawa. Mr. Heeney was Ambas- 
sador from 1953 to 1957. 


Personally popular, he was also skilled at 
demonstrating that good relations across the 
border must be worked at and cannot be 
taken for granted. At the same time, he 
made it his business to know the United 
States side to the economic issues which pro- 
duce the differences. 


In the 18 months that he has been in Otta- 
wa, Mr. Heeney has held the chairmanship 
of the official commission that rewrote and 
modernized the Canadian civil service rules. 
It would not be amiss for Washington to find 
out about that work. Perhaps the United 
States could pick up a few good ideas on that 
score, on the side, now that Ambassador Hee- 
ney is returning to the diplomatic job. 


The School Filings 

Eleven candidates have filed for the four 
School Board seats that will be at stake in the 
April 7 election. On its face this might indi- 
cate some spirited competition for these im- 
portant offices. 


Unfortunately, public apathy is the usual 
hallmark of school elections. Issues and even 
personalities are ignored. The winners often 
owe their seats not to public response to their 
ideas and campaigns but to back-room deals 
they have made with ward committees of both 
parties. Although candidates run as nonpar- 
tisans, support from the dominant Democratic 
party is usually sufficient to win when the 
people neglect to take even a passing interest 
in the race. 


In his last successful “campaign,” Charles 
J. Dyer, one of the incumbents seeking an- 
other six years in the unpaid job, did not 
make a single speech or public appearance. 
He went out and sewed up the ward indorse- 
ments, then ignored the people. City License 
Collector Joseph T. Hayden, another Demo- 
crat, successfully pulled the same stunt last 
November. : 

This should be one of the issues of the cam- 
paign. A candidate who won’t campaign, who 
won't discuss issues, is thumbing his nose at 
the electorate, confident that the people are 
too indifferent to care. Surely that will not

Approaching the work of French. 
poet St.-John Perse, American read- 
ers may be struck at once by its re- 
semblances to Whitman’s poetry: its 
sweeping verses lacking regular 
rhymes, its free rhythms and its 
wide range of exotic allusions. Both 
poets’ longer works have a crescendo, 
a rising impact which in Whitman, 
as Allen Tate observes, is caused by 
the hypnotic power of rhythm, and 
in Perse by a depth of perspective 
revealed by the 
imagery. But 
while Whitman's 
style is some- 
times grandilo- 
quent, Perse’s 
more often im- 
presses us by its 
impersonal gran- 
deur.

Expatriate French Poet 


by Wallace Fowlie, a professor at 
Bennington and leading authority on 
modern French literature. Fowlie, 
whose own verse has appeared in 
such reviews as Botteghe Oscure, 
translates with great fidelity and has 
an unusually fine feeling for Perse’s 
rich style, vocabulary and syntax. 

The text of “Seamarks” is bilin- 
gual, the French preceding the En- 
glish, and the poem contains four 
sections. After an opening Invoca- 
tion (“And you, Seas .. .”) there 
is a nine-part Strophe beginning, 
“Tall Cities flamed in the sun all 
along their sea front, their large 
stone buildings bathed in the golden 
salts of the open seas.” 

In this Strophe, which forms the 
major part of the poem, symbolic 
figures move and speak .in a vast 
panorama like characters out of 
Greek history and drama. A long 
Chorus (“Sea of Baal, Sea of Mam- 
mon .. .”) then follows, and a short 
Dedication (Noon, its red lions, its 
famines .. .”) concludes the work. 
“Seamarks” has the same large for- 
mat and superb production as 
Perse’s “Winds” published earlier in 
the Bollingen Series. 

T. S. Eliot in 1930 gave Ameri- 
cans one of the earliest glimpses of 
Perse’s epic stature with the publi- 
cation of his translation of “Anabas- 
is.” Since then, more or' less gain- 
fully, many a rising pet has plun- 
dered Eliot’s Perse. With the appear- 
ance of his later works in transla- 


is now able to handle forty 1000-ton 
barges in its tow, or upwards of 
1,400,000 bushels of grain; in the 
Seaway, only a fraction of that total 
can move in a single unit.

For ocean vessels of the largest 
class draw some 36 feet of water 
with a full cargo. But the Welland 
Canal, the largest hump in the Sea- 
way, will admit no more than a 25'4- 
foot draft. 

A partly loaded ocean vessel, rid- 
ing high enough to pass the canal, 
would have only its V-shaped low- 
est portion occupied, and its broad 
upper areas, which must be filled 
if the trip is to pay, would be carry- 
ing only fresh air. 

So the big ones, the ships that 
carry grain at the lowest possible 
per-bushel cost, will continue to ar- 
rive at the Gulf. And southern Illi- 
nois, Moving its produce through 
the St. Louis Gateway to the Missis- 
sippi, will continue to serve them...

Robert Gerholz of Flint,

ONLY THREE SHIPS SUNK 
BY ICEBERGS IN 126 YEARS 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31 (AP)— 
Only three ships have sunk in 
collisions with icebergs in the 
last 126 years. according to 
maritime records. 

The’ greatest. such disaster 
involved the Titanic. It sank 
April 15, 1912. with a loss of 
1513 live when on its maiden 
voyage from Southampton to 
New York 

On May 11, 1833. the Lady of 
the Lake, bound from England 
to Quebec, struck an iceberg 
and sank with a loss of 21: 
lives. On March 20, 1943, dur- 
ing World War II, a merchant 
vessel not further identified 
by the Navy hit an iceberg 
and sank with the loss of sev- 
eral lives

Many of the detai!s—maiden 
voyage, latest safety designs, 
hit an iceberg—were similar to 
the case ‘of the Titanic, lost in 
1912 with 1517 lives. The 46.- 
328-ton British ship sank about 
1300 miles south of the area 
where the Hedtoft collision oc- 
curred.

Plans for a $2,500,000 urbe, 
renewal project in East s 
Louis have been approved }, 
the Chicago office of the Feg. 
cral Urban Renewal Adminj. 
stration, it was announced yes. 
terday by Frank W. Rukaving 
president of the East St. Lou 
Housing Authority. 

The plans, involving a 73. 
acre area bounded by Missour; 
avenue, broadway, and Fit) 
and Thirteenth streets, now gp 
to the Washington office o; 
URA for final approval, Ruka. 
vina said. 

The site, which adjoins ap 
area for a proposed $8,500,009 
public housing project, would 
be cleared and made availabie 


for residential, commercial] and 
light industrial development b, 
private operators. 

Of the total project cost. 
East St. Louis would be ob- 
ligated to put up about $1,000. 
000. Of this amount, $300,000 
would come from a bond issve 
approved by voters last Nov. 4 
and $200,000 from revenue 
funds. The remainder would 
consist of improvements such 
as streets and sewers financed 
by the city. 

First plans for the renewal! 
project were rejected by the 
federal agency last August be- 
cause they failed to comply 
with regulations requiring they 
be part of a master plan for the 
community. 

The area would be zoned for 
light industrial and commer- 
cial use, and provisions would 
be made for expansion of ex- 
isting institutions. 

Rukavina said the housing 
project was being reviewed by 
the Public Housing Adminis- 
tration in Chicago. Bids for its 
construction were rejected last 
June because the lowest. was 
more than $1,000,000 over es- 
timates. Rukavina said he 
hoped new bids could be so- 
licited in March.
